Reisor Sees Connection 


Between Drama, Business

There are psychological ad¬ 
vantages for a business major 
interested in drama, says the 
lead character in “Oedipus Rex.” 

Aside from the three or more 
hours a night Ken Reisor re¬ 
hearses in preparing for the 
drama department’s presentation 
of “Oedipus Rex,” March 21-23, 
he must in every way look the 
part of the Greek king. 

His blonde hair curling above 
his eyebrows and covering the 
tips of his ears isn’t Reisor 
the business major. 

“People who don’t know me 
take me for a hippie,” he com¬ 
plained, pulling his hair over the 
top half of his ear to show the 
length. “It’s an experience; and 
it goes as soon as the play’s 
over. I guarantee you.” 

But there are important ad¬ 
vantages for the sophomore bus¬ 
iness major who plans to be a 
banker. Banking is not really 
removed from drama: “What¬ 
ever you become, you have to 
work with people, cope with them, 
meet them, talk to them. 

“In drama you learn psychol¬ 
ogy by studying another charact¬ 
er, someone not yourself. 

“Each day I begin to see in 
Oedipus lines that are universal. 
It’s unbelievable. Sophocles knew 
psychology before psychology as 
a science existed.” 

Reisor not only studies Oedi¬ 
pus, he becomes Oedipus. On 


stage only a “little bitty fraction 
of your mind is thinking of the 
audience.” The rest is con¬ 
centrated on being a certain 
character. 

Reisor, interested in drama 
since high school when he turned 
to it after an illness as a re¬ 
placement for football and bas¬ 
ketball, finds Oedipus is harder 
to play than other characters he 
has acted. 

Other characters include the 
lead in “Everyman” here last 
year and the gentleman caller 
in “The Glass Menagerie” at 
Robert E. Lee High School. 

In high school he carried off 
the honors of Best Actor, three 
supporting actor awards, and won 
in district prose. At TJC last 
year he won Best Actor and first 
division in a speech contest in 
Oklahoma. 

The student is an all-round 
man on campus. He was on 
the Dean’s List the fall semester 
and spring semester. 

He is president of Las Mas¬ 
caras, the dramatic club. 

Oedipus Rex will probably be 
the last play he does in college. 
At the University of Texas he 
feels he couldn’t get apart unless 
he went into drama as a major, 
which he doesn’t want to do. 

“The dramatic field is dog- 
eat-dog. You have to fight just 
to get a part. 

“Right now, this is probably 
my last performance. I’ve got 
to get down to business-excuse 
the bad pun.”

Dr. Colvert, a UT faculty 
member since 1944, directs the 
University center for the train¬ 
ing of junior college administra¬ 
tors. 

A specialist in junior college 
finance and organization, he has 
made junior college studies and 
surveys involving buildings, fi¬ 
nance," campus planning, enroll¬ 
ment projections, and curric¬ 
ulum. These include state-wide 
projects for Florida, Mississippi 
and Colorado. 

He is responsible for the 
pre-planning of new junior col¬ 
leges in Texas communities and 
counties. 

His interest varies from gen¬ 
eral planning to specifics. In 
one survey he calculated in de¬ 
tail the amount of space needed 
for an entire school plant--the 
nuiber and size of classrooms, 
laboratories, offices, student 
center, library, technical shops, 
auditorium, and gymnasium. 

The University’s graduate 
program in junior college edu¬ 
cation has trained presidents or 
deans of junior colleges in Flor¬ 
ida, Georgia, Mississippi, Cali¬ 
fornia, Texas, New * York, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Missouri, 
Alaska, Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Louisiana, Illinois, Washington, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Colorado, South 
Dakota, and Arizona. 

At least one-half of junior 
college presidents in Texas earn¬ 
ed their doctoral degrees at the 
University, figures from Dr. Col- 
vert’s office show. President 
H. E. Jenkins holds his PhD 
from Texas. 

Dr. Colvert became dean of 
The University of Texas College 
of Education in June 1962 but 
resigned Oct. 1, 1964 to return 
to full-time work in junior col¬ 
lege education. 

His published works include 
articles on junior college ad¬ 
ministration, finances, and fac-

Whether teaching surveying at 
TJC or nuclear weapons employ¬ 
ment at Leavenworth he “loves 
to teach and be with young 
people.”

FALL IS 'TERRIFIC' 

“His fall is terrific,” said 
Dr. Browne. “The effect over¬ 
powers the audience.” 

“Also, look for the learning 
process of Oedipus,” added Dr. 
Browne. “Although he loses his 
sight or material wealth, he gains 
knowledge.” 

Another of Sophocles’ mes¬ 
sages is that man “needs a 
higher being and that in the end 
any doubt will not win.” He il¬ 
lustrates this by having Oedipus 
and his wife Jocasta go against 
the gods or the accepted religious 
codes. 

“Oedipus Rex” is divided into 
a prologue and five episodes, 
separated by choral passages. 

The prologue reveals Oedi¬ 
pus’ brother-in-law Creon re¬ 
turning from Delphi with a com¬ 
mand from the Oracle to find 
and punish the m urderer of Laius, 
former king of Thebes and Oedi¬ 
pus’ father. 

HINTS FOR VIEWING 

Oedipus, of course, is the 
guilty man, a fact the audience 
knows but Oedipus doesn’t. 

Here are some hints of what 
to look for in the drama: Oedi¬ 
pus’ ignorance brings out the 
first real power of the play— 
drama—and his obsession to find 
the wrongdoer is the basis for 
the entire production. 

The first episode begins with 
Oedipus’ proclamation and curse 
upon the murderer, himself. 

The investigation begins when 
Teiresias th^ seer refuses to 
answer questions from Oedipus. 
An argument ensues, and in the 
second episode, Oedipus’ wife, 
Jocasta, tries to calm him. This 


A heart attack 2,000 miles 
away from home helped a Tyler 
lawyer to better understand peo¬ 
ple.

“One woman offered a way to 
the airport after I recovered,” 
he said. “Another wrote that she 
also was once sick away from 
home. Listeners sent packages 
to cheer me,” he added. 

During his last day at the hos¬ 
pital, the mailman came to Mc-

' Apaches, Ravens Playoffs; 


Tyler and San Jacinto battled out a best-of-three series 
for the Region XIV title and National Tournament berth 
before the largest crowd ever to see a game at Apache 
Gym nasium--and before some startlingly large cheering 
sections away from home. 

San Jacinto, of course, recovered from a 100-91 
beating in Tyler to win the Hutchinson, Kan, trip with 
victories in Pasadena and in Nacogdoches. 

The Nacogdoches victory put the Ravens in Hutchinson 
for the second consecutive year and ended one of the more 
successful seasons for the Black-and-Gold with a 32-4 
record. 

The series opened on a Monday in the TJC Fieldhouse, 
and people came early—in droves. 

FULL HOUSE IN TYLER 

Seating capacity of 3,000 filled by 6:30 p.m. and doors 
were closed at 7 p.m. with several hundred persons 
waiting outside. 

Inside, an estimated 4,500--largest crowd jn Tyler’s 
basketball-viewing history--bulged out of the stands, filled 
the aisles, rimmed the court, and packed the upper level 
at each end of the court with 10 to 12 deep standing room. 

About 100 brave and resourceful fans took advantage 
of the gym’s split-level construction by climbing onto 
the lower roof and peering in through windows. 

Second game was in Pasadena, home of the Ravens, 
and some 800 Tyler fans made the long journey early to 
be there for a 5 p.m. ticket sale. 

TYLER IN FORCE AT PASADENA 

Until all Raven fans arrived by 6:45 p.m., Tyler’s 
vocal support made the gym seem more like Apacheland 
than San Jacinto territory. The Ravens had a “swinging” 
combo blasting before the game, but Tyler’s response to 
the group made it seem like a Tyler-based maneuver. 

Apaches over-flowed their side of Nacogdoches Shelton 
Gym for the final game, but saw San Jacinto protect its 
lead with a devastating, slowdown tactic through the final 
27 minutes. 

It all added to excellent support for what Coach Floyd 
Wagstaff calls “the best team I’ve ever coached.” As 
Wagstaff said just before the season ended Monday 
morning: “They’ll still be just as goodtomorrow whether 
win, lose, or draw tonight.”

Season With 32-4 Record

The San Jacinto Ravens won 
a chance at the national junior 
college title by defeating the 
Apaches 71-63 in the third game 
of a best-of-three playoff at Na¬ 
cogdoches. 

The Apaches ended the season 
with a 32-4 record, the Texas 
Eastern Conference Champion¬ 
ship, and the Region XIV North 
Zone Championship. 

Tyler won the first game of 
the Region XIV zone playoffs 
100-91 in Tyler but lost to the 
Ravens 99-83 at Pasadena set¬ 
ting up the deciding game on a 
neutral court. 

To ;stop the Apaches the Ra¬ 
vens went into the stall. After 
building a six-point lead in the 
first half, the Ravens used the 
stall to break the Tyler defense
